I'll say a word about the 3905 Century Club. They sponsor a cw net near 
7053 on Tu Th Sa at 0200, which becomes M W F nights USA time. The Friday 
night session is run as a slow net, about 10 wpm, and the ncs will go 
slower if needed. Everyone is welcome, no memberships required. I've 
checked in occasionally, as W5YW - the LSU club, because they need a 
station in the Louisiana capitol. 7053 should be in the tuning range of 
most QRP rigs, or can be with only minor tweaking. They apparently also 
have a special category for QRP contacts, because I'm always asked to 
identify as QRP and state my power. I haven't read the award rules 
carefully enogh to know, however. 


This is basically a W.A.S. net, where stations are given a chance to call 
other stations on the net. The club offers awards for WAS, WAS state 
capitols, and so on. Extra points for state capitols, for two hams in the 
same family, and other specialties. They even run their own, free, QSL 
bureau, and have a web site, at <http://www.qsl.net/3905ccn> that has a 
run-down on all their activities. 


It can be good cw training because you have to listen a lot, in case 
another net member wants to call you. So basically you listen to the 
whole proceedings, answer any calls directed your way, and get your turn 
in the rotation to call someone. New stations are usually "welcomed" by 
getting a lot of calls. And if you're in a rare state or capitol - like 
SD - you'll be very poular. The NCS uses the special "QN" signals to 
direct the net and it generally carries on very professionally. The 
nights I have been able to QNI (check in) there have usually been on the 
order of a dozen stations on the net. It's a wide coverage net and there 
always seems someone able to relay to NCS for you if needed.

Joe N2CX now has the LMB-139 enclosure documented on the Warbler "Kit Notes" 
website. I thought I had mentioned the standoffs used when I posted the 
template, but I now see that it's not explicitly shown. 


If you use the 1/2" datum shown on the diagram for the audio jacks to the 
inside bottom of the enclosure "floor", and measure your Warbler, you'll 
note that a 5/16" standoff would be needed. That is, put the 1/2" mark of a 
scale at the center of one of the audio jacks and you'll see that the length 
of the scale protruding below the board is the length of the standoff you 
would use with the panel dimensions shown. 


In actuality, I think I used a 1" long 4-40 screw in each corner of the 
board, inserted from the bottom of the chassis and secured with a 4-40 nut 
to the chassis. Then I put another 4-40 nut onto each screw and ran it done 
tight against the first one. I then carefully angled the board connectors 
into the panel cutouts and slipped the board onto the 1" screws. And 
finally I secured the board with another 4-40 nut on each screw. So as it 
turns out, two 4-40 nuts were about 5/16" high.

Jean, it seems to me that you are trading off a lot of efficiency for a 
height reduction of from 33 ft to 25 ft. 


If possible, you will find that aluminum tubing will be much sturdier 
than the copper tubing, even at a 33 ft height. 


That coil form factor would also seem to be less than optimum for this 
application.

Hello, 

As an European cw-operator (and beginner at that) I would like to make some 
remarks: 

Over here we have many operators working cw at 14 wpm to 20 wpm. This does 
not encourage me to work on getting any faster; I work those that operate at 
my speed (abt 14 wpm) and ignore others. Having read the thread on cw speed 
here made me think about it. If everybody works 30 to 40 wpm and has to be 
encouraged to slow down now and then, it won't work. There should be plenty 
occasions to work at a lower speed for beginners, so you should QRS as often 
as possible when asked for, but on the other hand, my approach must be to 
speed up as soon as I can.

If your equipment budget permits, here is another option which is 
mechanically easier and covers many bands: 

Put up a vertical using telescoping aluminum sections and hose clamps 
to secure them. Attach the bottom to a base insulator. 

Feed the vertical with an outdoor automatic antenna tuner or coupler. 
The best length is 5/8 wavelength at the highest frequency you want... 
so if you use 10M a lot, and need the low radiation angle on ten, 
make the antenna 20-22 feet. If you operated the most on 14 Mhz and 
below, 

the length could be 42 feet (more effective on 80M). 

When the antenna is longer than 5/8, there will be multiple lobes at 
high angles.

Jean, it seems to me that you are trading off a lot of efficiency for a 
height reduction of from 33 ft to 25 ft. 


If possible, you will find that aluminum tubing will be much sturdier 
than the copper tubing, even at a 33 ft height. 


That coil form factor would also seem to be less than optimum for this 
application. It is very long and narrow. 


If you can get the tubing and have the room, a 33 ft vertical made of 
aluminum tubing would probably work much better for you. I know that 
mine works great!

Joe, 
I've never bought an SWR/Wattmeter, but I've built a few of my own. 


First, W1FB's QRP Notebook has a description of a circuit first published in 
SPRAT. It originally came from GM4ZNX. It has minimal components, and I 
got the etched board from FAR circuits. The biggest expense is the microamp 
meters, but you could probably get by with one (although two makes it pretty 
nifty). 


Second, I built W7EL's, A Simple and Accurate QRP Directional Wattmeter, 
found in the ARRL Handbook (1992). If you don't have the handbook, you 
could probably get the article from the ARRL reprints. It also has an 
etched circuit board from FAR. Once again, common parts prevail in the 
design. 


Finally, I built the Super Simple SWR Indicator by K1iKP. It was in QRP 
Power as a reprint from QST, June 1995. It won't give you power output, 
just an indication of SWR using LEDs. Good for field day. 


If you need to calibrate an SWR/Watt meter, it helps to have an 
oscilloscope, or an accurate RF probe. O-scopes are too expensive for my 
shack, so I use a Fluke 85 RF Probe with a Fluke 79III Multimeter. Using 
the probe with a 50 ohm dummy load gives me accurate and repeatable 
measurements. I assume you could use this method to calibrate any SWR/Watt 
meter you build. 


Hope this helps!

As for myself --- I'll go down with the ship. She has been good to me. 


I think too many are blaming the mode and not looking at the big picture. 
Here's my two cents worth.

2. Look at the number of hams that are on the air and where they are. 
More than 50% that are active are on 144MHz and above. Why do people 
use the cell phone and HTs? It's more reliable than trying to work HF 
where propagation comes and goes at any time and it requires more time 
and equipment and patience. The latter being the most important one. 


In the tri-city area where I live there are over 2,700 hams listed in 
QRZ CDrom. I know for a fact that 99% of them are inactive and a few even 
have verticals in their back yards but never use them. 


3. I only worked at couple of guys at more than 30 wpm during this years 
SS. The number of QRQ (high speed) ops is down also. When I plopped 
down on a frequency as long as I could hold it and called CQ I did so 
at 26wpm and worked my way DOWN in speed just to allow the slower 

suys/girls 
to give me a try. That's part of how I managed 602 Qs this year. 


This has been beat to death by any number of posts but the CW ops that can 
QRQ are going to start out that way. They get the highest rates at 

that time 
by working all the other good high-speed contesters before settling 

down to 
dig out each and every Q they can get afterwards. It's easy to be on the 
sidelines critiquing their operation but then the same people doing the 
critiques wonder how those same people get such high scores..... The saga 
continues every year. 


I spend at least two hours per day on Morse. The slow guys have got 
to ask 

themselves how much per day do they do and when will they start 
spending time 

on it? Help is on the way if you can get the time each day. I'm 
looking for 

a daily news source that is not copyrighted or I can get permission to 
use. 

Those of us that have been around a while can tell you of the daily 
sitting 

at the receiver and copy in morse of the news from API, UPI, and other 
news 

sources. It is probably another reason I don't mind the daily exercise. 


During the last foxhunt Pat did 127 Qs. Did everyone see how he did 
it? Lessons 
to be learned by many. 


Bad news good news! Bad news --- number of stations down in SS (but I 
couldn't tell 

that from where I was and I personally think the numbers are up). Good

Joel - I suggest reading L.B.'s comments on 2 element beams. Also, W2PV's 
series on Yagis has good information. Moxon's book, "HF ANtennas for All 
Locations" is also a good reference. The ARRL antenna book used to have a 
lot of good information on 2 element Yagis, but they have dropped it in the 
most recent edition (18th here). I don't understand this, as understanding 
of the 2 element Yagi is key to understanding the multielement Yagi. 


The reflector influences more than just impedance, it also influences gain 
and front-to back-ratio. Gain with a reflector is somewhat less than with a 
driven element, but the behavior with a reflector is much better than with a 
director. The high gain available with a director only holds over a small 
bandwidth. The reflector configuration is much broader in response, although 
the peak gain available is slightly less. 


I would suggest using a Moxon Rectangle for a good easy to build 2 element 


beam. Check L.B.'s web page for details. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5
